RESERVES FOR THE NAVY

If the seafaring population of 
the British Isles continucs to 
decline at the same rate as it 
has done recently, the maritime 
man-power of the nation will 
prove insufficient avithin§ the

This would mean that it would be 
impossible to call up all the reserves 
for the Royal Navy, in time of 
national emergertcy. without grave 
danger of Immobilising the merehant 
navy-—the equally {mportant ‘avy 
of supply.” : 


At the moment the moritine man- 
power of the British Isles Is suMcient, 
for the needs of the Royal Navy, the

Bigger bonuses for playcts in 
(Cup and League games, the pro- 
posed system of dual-control of 
matches (two referees), the bur- 
den, of Entertainment Duty,.and 
the size of gonl-posts and cross- 
bars were questions fully dis- 
cussed at a. Conference, Insting 
nearly two hours, of Football 
League club officials in London 
this month. . 

Mr. W. Cuff '(Evetton) explained 
that the F.A.’s recent decision on the 
matter of two referees in no way 
bound the clubs. “He pointed. out that 
even if the International Board agreed 
to the F.A. proposal for the experi- 
ment to be carried out in public 
practice matches and three selected 
games by Leagues next season, clubs 
avere not compelled to try the system, 

Mr. C. E. Sutcliffe, President of 
the Football League, stated that the 
following’ scale of bonuses would’ be 
before ‘the annual meeting. of the 
League for approval:

A flect of six of the mighticst 
airplancs ever built—72 passenger 
air titans designed for regular 
service over the Atlantic—are 
now under construction in closcly 
guarded hangars of the Bocing 
Aircraft Company in Seattle. 
The Information was released by 
Pan American Airways coincident 
with an announcement by the. Wright 
Acronautical Corporation that tt had 
developed a 1,500-horsepower motor 
-—by far the most powerful airplane 
motor. in the world—to power the 
giant flying boats. : 


The planes were ordered by Pan 
American shortly after an agreement 
wan .reached with American and 
British air officials for opening tans- 
Atlantic service, linking the ust 
overwater gap to round-the-world 
commercial airplane routes. 


The new ‘express ulrliners will 
curry a capacity load of ‘T2-passen= 


vers, a crew of cight and two and a 


cruising range of 5,000 miles. 


Pan American officials sald the 
new “Super-Clippers” would be 
twice the size of the Sikorsky flying 
boats which blazed alr routes to 
South America and across the Pacific, 
and one and a half, times as big as 
the four-motor Martin Clipper planes 
used fn trans-Pacific flights. 

A description of the .new fying 
boats rends Ilke fiction. They will 
be equipped .with sleeping quarters 
and de Juxe cabins, with Pullman 
berths in the wings and a lounge 
and dining room.
